Mayor's chauffeur faces sentence for assault 


THE mayor of Walsall’s chauffeur has been 
found guilty of assault and intimidating a 
witness in a money dispute. 

In a police interview Jaswinder Jassal said he 
‘vaguely’ remembered an argument after asking 
the victim for money to help towards his mort¬ 
gage, as he could not cover it himself. He was 
denied and twice struck his victim’s head. 

Mr Geoffrey Meeson, prosecuting, then said 
that Jassal, aged 43, of Lime Grove, Rushall, 
dragged his victim by the arm, and pushed them 
to the floor and kicked them twice in the back. 
The victim, who cannot be named for legal 
Assault - Jaswinder Jassal reasons, was left with bruises to their arms, legs, 



hand and knee. When he was arrested by police 
Jassal told them: “I’m hardly going to punch 
them, because I’m special in Walsall”, Birming¬ 
ham Magistrates Court heard. 

He was found guilty of assault after a trial last 
week. 

Crying 

His victim told the court: “I was really scared. 
I thought he could kill me and I was crying as 
well. 

“I went to a friend’s house and asked please 
help me; call the police.” 

Jassal also admitted sending intimidating text 
messages to a witness which he suspected would 


be passed on to his victim, between February 2 
and 10. Those messages said the victim should 
drop charges and apologise to police. 

Mr John Harmshaw, defending, said the victim 
had exaggerated their injuries. 

District Judge Lesley Mottram told Jassal: “I 
reject your account in its entirety. 

“I am satisfied beyond any doubt you assaulted 
the complainant.” 

The case was adjourned for reports and Jassal 
was given conditional bail until June 26 when he 
will be sentenced. 

Walsall Council said it was unable to comment. 


TATTERS GRAB 
METAL AT TIP 


DESPERATE scrap metal collectors are pouncing on drivers outside 
a council tip to snatch scrap metal from them, minutes before they 
hand it in for recycling. 

The tatters are surprising motorists near Walsall Council tip on Merchants Way, 
Aldridge. It is claimed they are also frightening some people in their pursuit of high value 
scrap metal. In a May newsletter for local residents, Neighbourhood Sergeant Nigel Ryder 


said some tatters had even 
tried to take some items 
from residents’ cars, and are 
“causing distress to 
members of the public using 
facilities”. 

Officers say a crackdown 
has helped reduce the 
problem.

Thieves struck 23 times at 
schools in 2011, leading to 
insurers receiving £40,000 in 
claims, compared to £13,000 
in 2010. 

Metal thefts from other 
council-owned buildings in 
2011 left taxpayers with a 
bill for more than £25,000, 
compared to £8,000 in 2010.

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Owner of dangerous dog 


A JAPANESE Akita dog attacked a woman 
in a communal area of flats, leaving her 
needing 14 stitches, a court was told. 

Victim Elizabeth Smith was heading for the 
garden with her two Staffordshire bull terriers 
when the incident happened, magistrates heard. 

The 22-year-old defendant, Nicole Smith, 
denied allowing the Japanese Akita, named 
Munch, to be dangerously out of control at the 
block of flats where she and the victim live in 
Bloxwich Road South, Willenhall. 

But she was found guilty after a trial last week 
at Walsall Magistrates Court. 

Mr Van French, prosecuting, said the defen¬ 


dant’s dog had attacked Elizabeth Smith in the 
communal area where she was with her own two 
dogs. 

Mr French said one of Mrs Smith’s dogs was 14 
and blind, while the other was scared of other 
dogs. 

“As she opened the door to let her dogs out, 
which she says were on leads, the Japanese Akita 
came from the area where they keep the rubbish 
bins and immediately came straight at Elizabeth 
Smith,” he said. 

Giving evidence, Mrs Smith said the Japanese 
Akita had not been on a lead and Smith was 
nowhere to be seen when it attacked. 

She told the court that the defendant’s partner 


found guilty 

tried to get the dog off her and Nicole Smith later 
offered help. 

Mrs Smith said she received 14 stitches at hos¬ 
pital, and added: “I still get pain when I bend my 
arm. ” 

Defending Smith, David Grice suggested 
Munch had been on a lead. 

He said Mrs Smith’s younger dog, was not on a 
lead and had attacked the Akita, biting it on the 
neck. 

But magistrates said the defendant’s claim was 
not credible and found her guilty before adjourn¬ 
ing the case. 

Nicole Smith was due to be sentenced this 
week.

Pledge over school buildings after snub 


EDUCATION chiefs have pledged to 
make Walsall schools the envy of the 
UK - despite missing out on millions 
of pounds of funding to repair crum¬ 
bling buildings. 

Five schools in the borough had 
applied to be included in the Gov¬ 
ernment’s £1.1 billion Priority 
Schools Building Programme. The 
local authority had asked for a £60.2 
million share on behalf of the 
schools. 


Some of them had missed out on 
funding as part of the failed Building 
Schools for the Future programme. 

But it has now emerged that no 
Walsall schools have been allocated 
any part of the cash pot. 

An official letter sent to children’s 
services from the Department of 
Education said money was allocated 
to applications which “focussed 
entirely on the condition of build¬ 
ings...not solely on basic need.” 


Applications were made on behalf 
of Joseph Leckie Academy, Pool 
Hayes Arts and Community School 
in Willenhall, Rushall JMI School, 
The Mirus Academy in Bloxwich, 
and Willenhall E-ACT Academy. 

Projects 

Pauline Pilkington, executive 
director for children’s services at the 
council, said: “We are all extremely 
disappointed as the money would 
have funded a range of vital projects, 


as our priority schools require sig¬ 
nificant improvement. 

“Our capital grant allocations 
have already been reduced, affecting 
our ability to ensure we provide all 
our pupils with the best possible 
learning environments. ” 

Education chief Councillor Rachel 
Andrew said: “We remain confident 
we can satisfy our ambition for 
making all Walsall school buildings 
the envy of the UK.”

Families may get paid to wash nappies 


NEWS 

in brief 


CASH rewards could be offered by 
Walsall Council to encourage families 
to buy reusable nappies. 

The authority is looking at a new cam¬ 
paign in which parents would be encouraged 
to use ‘real’ nappies to stop disposable 
nappy waste going to landfill. 

Council spokesman Steve Sharma con¬ 
firmed: “We have supported real nappy cam¬ 
paigns in the past and we are currently 
investigating taking up a similar cash 
reward scheme at Walsall Council.” 


Neighbouring Sandwell has run a similar 
incentive scheme since 2006. Under it, resi¬ 
dents can receive £30 from the council, as a 
refund on the initial purchase of real 
nappies. 

Only a total of 91 applications were 
received in the past five years but that has 
cost Sandwell £2,730 on the refund. 

Grandmother 

Walsall has not yet set a price for the cash 
rewards it could hand out to families if 
council chiefs decide to go ahead. 


Liz Penluma, a health co-ordinator for 
Birchills North SureStart Centre in Walsall, 
teaches relaxed birth and parenting and has 
midwifery qualifications. The grand- 
mother-of-sev-en, from Walsall Wood, said 
she thought incentives would work well for 
parents. 

She explained: “Disposable nappies are 
very expensive and they cause such big costs 
to the environment. 

“From the feedback I get, mums find the 
biggest turn-off from real nappies is the 


initial outlay, rather than washing them.” 

This move comes despite Knowaste 
opening the Black Country’s first facility to 
recycle used disposable nappies, which is 
costing £5 million and creating 17 new jobs. 

The site in Kelvin Way, West Bromwich, 
works by turning used disposable nappies 
into energy, producing enough electricity to 
supply 17,000 homes. 

Hundreds of thousands of tons of used 
nappies will be processed to prevent them 
going to landfill. 


Night market for Covent 
Garden type atmosphere 


A NIGHT market will be introduced in Walsall - despite the borough 
missing out on cash in a scheme run by retail guru Mary Portas. 

Business bosses say the idea of a night-time market, which would be in the style of 
London’s Covent Garden, is one they are particularly keen to push ahead with. 

Detailed plans will be drawn up 
over the coming weeks and the 
council will enter into a second 
round of bidding for the £100,000 
Portas cashpot to help fund projects. 

The night market would likely be 
held every quarter and feature 
quirky craft and gift items, those 
behind the idea said. 

Carl Mitchell, owner of Bonce hair 
salon in Bradford Street, was one of 
those behind the town’s Portas bid, 
working under the banner of Walsall 
Town Centre Champions. He said: 
“The night-time market idea was 
one of the best things to come out of 
the Mary Portas bid. 

Innovative 

“It would be brilliant for Walsall 
and it’s a really innovative new 
thing. 

“We want it to be something really 
different, with stalls selling really 
interesting and quirky products. 
We’ll also be looking at getting 
music and food there too. We want it 
to have a real Co vent Garden feel.” 

He added: “Of course it would 
have been nice to have the money 
but we now need to focus on what we 
have got.” 

Other ideas included as part of the 
Portas pilot bid were a town centre 
loyalty card, a smartphone applica¬ 
tion for the town and extra training 
for independent retailers. 

Jon Burnett, Walsall Council’s 
regeneration officer for the town 
centre, confirmed the council was 
still keen to do a night time market. 

More areas to get Portas funds are 
due to be announced next month. 


Concern over 
cost of hiring 
supply teachers 

NEARLY £600,000 was spent on supply teachers in 
Walsall in three months, new figures show. 

The figure has sparked concerns that the cost of 
agency workers will top last year’s bill. 

Headteachers were forced to bring in cover for 
the first quarter of this year due to high staff 
absence in both primary and secondary schools, 
costing £578,017. 

The revelation has prompted worries the bill for 
outside help could top the £2,522,466 shelled out for 
the previous academic year. 

The top spending school was St Francis of Assisi 
Catholic Technology College.The school spent 
£49,929.98 between September and December last 
year. Willenhall E-Act Academy came in second, 
having spent £47,466, while Frank F Harrison 
Engineering College was third, with a bill of 
£33,039. 

The costs were revealed under the Freedom of 
Information Act. Data for the rest of the year is not 
yet available. 

Walsall Council education councillor Rachel 
Andrew said winter months made staff more prone 
to illness. She added: “I cannot say off the top of my 
head whether it is a large amount. 

Governor 

“I do not know if that is what schools normally 
spend on supply staff by that time of the year. But 
from my experience as governor I can say that is 
generally when a lot of people are poorly.” 

Casual workers are brought in by schools to cover 
long-term absence, sickness, maternity leave and 
teacher training days, to make sure pupils do not 
miss vital lessons. Individual schools are responsi¬ 
ble for making their own staffing arrangements 
including the hiring of temporary staff. 

Millions of pounds have been spent by councils 
across the region on stand-in support. The biggest 
spending Black Country borough was Sandwell, 
where temporary staff cost more than £5.6 million.

Funeral and old advert bring 
1960s beat band back together

WITH just 10 minutes to go 
before they went on stage, 
members of the band This 
Kind were trying to quash 
their nerves and get warmed 
up for their performance. 

That was until a piece of fried fish 
flew through an open window and hit 
lead singer Alan Powell squarely on 
the face 

The fish was followed by masses of 
chips and as the band battled against 
the torrent of flying food they managed 
to look out of the window and see a 
crowd including Noddy Holder and 
Roger Daltrey standing outside throw¬ 
ing the lukewarm take-away at them. 

“Fish and chip fights were very 
common among bands before a show as 
we all had different rehearsal rooms so 
it was easy to distract those who were 
preparing to go on stage,” says Alan, 
62. 

“When people ask if any of the bands 
fought we say yes - but only fish and 
chip fights. 

“In the 1960s we battled with Lady

Jane and the Royaltee, The Mersey- 
beats, Slade, The Montanas and The 
Who, to name just a few.” 

The four members of This Kind grew 
up in Walsall and were all pupils at W R 
Wheway School. 

They soon realised they all had an 
interest in music and in 1963 formed a 
group and saved up money to buy an 
amplifier by returning drinks bottles. 

By 1967 they were touring towns and 
cities including London and Manches¬ 
ter, and they even did a tour of 
Germany. 

Guitarist 

Paul Stokes, 62, who lives in Aldridge 
says: “When we got a manager we went 
out on the road and could travel 300 
miles in one night to get to a gig. 

“We went to the American air base in 
Zweibrucken, Germany, and were 
there for one month performing soul 
and Motown.” 

The group had John Simmonds as 
lead guitarist but he passed away in 


January this year after a battle with 
cancer, which brought the group 
together again. 

Tony Somerfield, 63, who plays bass 
guitar says after meeting up at John’s 
funeral an old advert appeared in a nos¬ 
talgia article in the The Chronicle’s 
sister newspaper the Express & Star, 
which brought the group back 
together. 

“The article in the paper was looking 
back at adverts which had been in the 
paper years ago and one of them was 
for our band,” he says. “We spoke to 
each other on the phone and it inspired 
us to get back together again. 

“Back in the 1960s Robert Mills 
dropped out quite early from the group 
but he will be joining us again to take 
John’s place.” 

Tony, who lives in Cannock, says 
they still bump into Robert Plant at the 
Molineux and he saw Noddy Holder in 
Pelsall recently. 

“If John could be here now he would 
have loved us getting back together - it 
was the best time of our lives but we 
just didn’t know it.”

THE USE of large sit-down 
mowers will be scaled back at a 
Walsall cemetery amid concerns 
about driving over graves, 
council chiefs have said. 

Walsall Council insist they have had few 
complaints over Streetly Cemetery and the 
majority of mourners are satisfied with the 
grave maintenance service. 

But a petition with more than 2,500 
names has been collected by a community 
group raising concerns over mowers going 
over graves and visitors not being allowed to 
use edging stones. 

The council have now agreed to use walk- 
behind mowers when cutting grass between 
the graves when possible. However, they 
insist maintenance staff may still have to 
walk on graves to be able to manually cut 
the grass to keep them in good condition. 

Tidy 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris 
said they wanted all visitors to feel comfort¬ 
able as they pay their respects and it was 
important to keep cemeteries neat and tidy. 

He said: “We fully respect the feelings and 
sensitivities of people who visit Streetly 
Cemetery. 

“Streetly cemetery has been laid out as a 
lawned cemetery for many years, like the 
great majority of cemeteries in England, 
and as such we maintain the grass between 
the graves to create a tidy and attractive 
appearance. 

“I am sure everyone will appreciate we do 
need to cut the grass and for a cemetery like 
Streetly this is only really practical with 
machinery. However, we have taken on 
board the concerns expressed.”

All aboard Jenny’s 
popular party boat 


JUST one look at Jenny Hubbard’s diary and 
she appears to be a social whirlwind with 
every weekend night booked up for weeks. 

However, the 26-year-old business woman is busy every 
weekend due to the success other narrowboat venture. 

Jenny runs Central Boat Parties from her traditional 
style narrowboat, which is based at Gas Street Basin in

Birmingham, and says it is 
becoming a popular choice 
for revellers looking for an 
alternative night out. 

Jenny, who lives in Sutton 
Road, Walsall, says she grew 
up surrounded by canal 
boats thanks to her dad 
Stephen. 

“My dad is a boat builder 
and when my sister Kather¬ 
ine and I were little we 
would go out with him on his 
narrowboat,” she says. 

“We would travel to pic¬ 
turesque places like 
Brewood and Fradley and I 
loved the lifestyle that came 
with boating. 

“We would often go past 
people who had boats that 
my dad had built, and the 
owners would be selling 
jams, pickles, arts and crafts 
- I liked being a part of the 
boating community. ” 

When Jenny left school at 
Barr Beacon Language 
College she worked in 
Austria during the ski 
seasons earning money as a 
bar manager or chalet host. 

Three years ago she left 
the snow slopes behind to 
start her own business. 

“Boat parties are a great 
alternative to having a cele¬ 
bration inside a building,” 
she says. “My dad has been 
building boats from scratch 
for 30 years at his yard in 
Birchills, by the old canal 
museum. He made Freder¬ 
ick the narrowboat specifi¬ 
cally for me to start a 
business.” 

The boat is named after 


Jenny’s grandad, who 
passed away three years ago, 
and it is 70ft long and 6ft 
wide with a bar and piano. 

As a child Jenny would 
spend time with her father 
at work, watching him 
design a boat and then build 
it. 

“I used to go to work with 
him and would help out by 
making teas and coffees,” 
she says. “That experience 
gave me an idea of how the 
party boat could be designed 
to maximise the space, and 
so we put our heads together 
and came up with the idea of 
putting benches down the 
side of the boat. 

Cruise 

“At 58-years-old my dad is 
coming up to retirement and 
with Frederick he can still 
work on the boat after he has 
retired as he is a great engi¬ 
neer as well.” 

Jenny held her first party 
on the boat in November 
2010 and said she has been 
gradually getting busier. 

“It was really nerve 
wracking getting ready for 
that first event as it was a 
surprise 30th birthday party 
so there was added pres¬ 
sure,” she says. 

“We took the party on a 
three-hour cruise from 
Birmingham city centre out 
to Selly Oak and back and 
they loved it.” 

Due to the demand Jenny 
says they are getting ready 


to launch a new boat, which 
is open to the elements and 
will be used for sightseeing 
trips. It will be called Victo¬ 
ria, Jenny’s middle name. 

Jenny says that some¬ 
times, in the summer, the 
water levels can get low 
which means they can’t 
access their usual route out 
of the city. 

So, they will either head 
out to Winston Green or 
travel around the city area 


to ensure the boat doesn’t 
get grounded. 

“We have someone to steer 
the boat, as you have to have 
a licence,” she says. 

“The outdoor section is a 
big selling point, especially 
for smokers. It is really nice 
to cruise along when the city 
is all lit up, and people who 
are walking along the side of 
the canal usually wave - 
they like to see others enjoy¬ 
ing themselves. ”

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Borough team look back 
at first London Olympics

A UNIQUE record of London’s first Olympic 
Games has been created by an Aldridge busi¬ 
ness specialising in historic images. 

Former Labour sports minister Kate Hoey has written 
the foreword for A Guide to London 1908 which has just 
been published by Mapseeker Archive Publishing. 

The 146-page book, put together in remembrance of the 
Olympic Games 1908, was created by Mapseeker which was 
set up two years ago by Paul Leslie Line and John Swann. 

With a team, including graphic artists and researchers, 
they have put together the guide as part of their Armchair 
Tim Travellers Street Atlas series. 


As well as maps of the 
capital from 104 years ago 
the book features photo¬ 
graphs and documents from 
the Edwardian era. 

Mr Line said that the 
Olympic movement risked 
dying out when Rome pulled 
out of staging the games 
back in 1906, but the British 
Olympic Council stepped in 
to save the day. 

“We have included origi¬ 
nal letters written by Lord 
Desborough, the chairman 
of the BOC and reproduced 
posters and the programme 
for the games,” explained 
Mr Line. 

Route 

One of the most time-con¬ 
suming exercises was creat¬ 
ing a map of the Olympic 
Marathon route from 
Windsor Castle to the 
Olympic Stadium at Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush - the first run 
over 26 miles and 385 yards. 

The marathon was one of 
the most memorable events 
of the 1908 Games and saw 
the Italian runner Pietri 
Dorando who was first 
across the line disqualified 
after he collapsed several 
times and was helped by offi-

cials. The gold medal went 
instead to United States 
runner Johnny Hayes. 

Mr Line said that many of 
the images had been pro¬ 
vided by the University of 
Birmingham from a scrap¬ 
book that was originally 
made by official timekeeper 
William Barnard. He was 
later Amateur Athletic 
Association chairman and to 
whom the book is dedicated. 

Mapseeker in return 
donated a large collection of 
historic maps of Birming¬ 
ham to the university. 

The book also features 
input from the Wenlock 
Olympian Society on the 
role of Dr William Penny 
Brookes from Much 
Wenlock in the revival of the 
modern Olympic Games. 

Collins Bartholomew, 
with whom Mapseeker work 
closely, have allowed the 
reproduction of the original 
atlas and guide.

WHILE the nation cele¬ 
brates Queen Elizabeth II’s 
Diamond Jubilee, Walsall 
Museum will be giving 
people a taste of another 
monarch’s milestone. 

Queen Victoria’s 

Diamond Jubilee will be 
remembered through a 
special display of costumes 
from that era at the Lich¬ 
field Street venue. 

Victoria was the first 
monarch to celebrate 60 
years on the throne and the 
occasion, on June 22, 1897, 
was marked with nation¬ 
wide festivities. 

The display, entitled The 
Other Diamond Jubilee, 
1897, is now on show in 
Walsall Museum’s Changing

Arson attack blaze 




FIRE ripped through a 
150-year-old former 
leather factory in an 
arson attack in 
Walsall town centre, 
sparking the evacua¬ 
tion of a nearby apart¬ 
ment block. 

Up to 70 firefighters 
battled to save four-storey 
William House in Marsh 
Street, near the New Art 
Gallery last week, after the 
alarm was raised at around 
5.30pm on Wednesday, May 
30. 

At least 10 people, includ¬ 
ing a two-week-old baby, 
were ordered to leave their 
homes by police and fire offi¬ 
cers. Another 50 residents 
were prevented from enter¬ 
ing the block after returning 
from work or shopping trips. 

A number were taken to 
Walsall Town Hall where 
refreshments were provided 
before they were allowed to 
go home shortly after 10pm. 

Crowds watched the 
drama from the Wharf 10 
Bar opposite. The fire is 
believed to have been 
started deliberately. 

A 20-strong gang of 
youths was spotted outside 
the disused building about 


30 minutes before flames 
were seen coming from a 
window. 

Paul Askey, a 46-year-old 
pharmaceutical warehouse¬ 
man, said he saw teenagers 
collect outside four-storey 
William House in Marsh 
Street before the fire 
started. 

“A very large group of 
youths aged around 15 to 20 
were hanging around 
outside the building about 
half an hour before the fire 
started,” he said. 

Parents 

“Some of them then 
climbed on to an adjoining 
flat roof and then ran off. 
The next thing I saw smoke 
and flames coming from the 
windows.” 

New parents Richard 
Lander and Samantha 
Millett were ordered to leave 
their third-floor apartment. 

The couple, who have a 
two-week-old son Connor, 
were kept out of their home 
for almost five hours. Mr 
Lander, 27, said: “All we had 
was the baby’s bottle.” 

Walsall Council’s emer¬ 
gency planning officer Alan 
Boyd kept the town hall 
open for evacuated resi¬ 
dents.

Talks over 
a hotel for 
patients 


TALKS have been held with a number of 
parties who have shown interest in running a 
proposed hotel for patients and relatives who 
need to be near to Walsall Manor Hospital.

WHEN Tony Kirk found a cut-throat razor on a French battlefield he 
spotted that it stood out from the rest as the owner had carved his 
name into it. 

The razor may have been almost 100 years old, but back at his Wolverhampton home 
Tony started doing some research on the name ‘Cowell’ that was scratched into the razor. 
He not only found out the full name of the 
soldier - John William Cowell, but also 
which regiment he was with, how he died 
and also found a photo of the young man 
who was killed in the attack on Serre on 
July 1, 1916. 

For the last 16 years Tony has regularly 
gone out to the Somme with friends and 
family, and usually brings back an item 
which he can research. 

“I had an interest in military items and 
16 years ago a friend said he was going to 
visit the Somme so I decided to go with 
him,” says Tony, who has one son Dan, 21. 

“As well as hundreds of graveyards there 
are ploughed fields that you can walk across 
and pick up items, which have been there 
for decades. It amazed me how peaceful it 
was but within minutes I had found a fuse 
head from a shell, caked in mud. You can’t 
imagine those quiet fields were once the site 
of a battle where hundreds of people died.” 

Grenades 

Tony goes out to the Somme for a week 
around three times a year and says among 
the easiest items to find are grenades. 

“In a week it is easy to find around 30 
grenades, but you have to be very careful as 
some of them may not have gone off,” he 
says. “If they haven’t gone off I leave them 
as it means there is something wrong with

2. impose a 50 miles per hour speed limit on the westbound carriageway 
of the A5 Trunk Road from a point 5 metres east of the centre line of 
Pinewood Close to a point 48 metres east of its roundabout junction 
with Wilkin Road and the A452 at Brownhills, and 

3. maintain the national speed limit on the A5 Trunk Road from a point 
814 metres east of the centre line of its junction with Roundhill Way, 
Brownhills to a point 64 metres west of the centre line of Lion’s Den, 
west of Muckley Corner, which would otherwise be subject to a speed 
limit of 30 miles per hour as a result of the street lighting installed on 
that length.

AMAZING but true, the fine-driving Ford 
Focus is now at its finest with the smallest 
engine in the range. And driven gently you’ll 
be saving the planet while having fun. 

Until recently diesel power looked like tne conventional 
answer to better fuel figures: simpler and cheaper than 
adding batteries and electric motors. More sure of a result, 
too. 

But with tough new Euro laws about tailpipe pollution on 
the near horizon it’s going to be expensive to make diesels 
comply, so car makers are turning back to petrol power. 

Now, from Ford’s European engine design centre in 
deepest Essex, comes perhaps the most convincing case yet 
that there’s life left in petrol. 

With a mere three cylinders (four is the usual minimum) 
and capacity of just one litre, this is a little engine for sure, 
taking up less space and weighing lots less than the 1.6 litre 
lump it’s designed to make redundant. 

It also posts a 56.5mpg diesel-like economy figure in the 
official Euro tests every new car has to endure, but more of 
this later. All is not what it seems when the rules have to be 
observed. 

The high-tech content of the new engine (with an expen¬ 
sive turbocharger included) means you’ll pay £250 extra for 
the little ‘un under the bonnet, compared to the current 1.6 
which produces the same 125 horsepower but does less well 
in the official economy tests. 

At £17,945 for the likely most popular Zetec version, the 
Focus is not a cheap car. Splashes of sporting red inside the 
car added a visual lift, helped by a Persil-white paint job. 

It doesn’t take long (well, moving off from rest will do it) 
to realise Ford’s bevy of Essex engineers have come up with 
a gem. 

It sounds eager in a distant and charmingly thrummy 
way and any fears that the tiny powerplant might shake 
itself to pieces is banished as you engage the clutch and pull 
smoothly away. 

With the turbo puffing fuel and air into the engine from 
low revs you’d never believe there was an engine up front 
that some motorcyclists would consider insultingly small. 

Terrier 

It pulls like a terrier hanging on to a bone and the new 
lightness up front means the Focus, already a nimble- 
feeling car, gains a delightful edge of added eagerness when 
you turn the wheel for a corner. 

This latest version of the Focus has been gently chided for 
a lack of driving delight compared to earlier models. If that 
was true, it is no more with this minimally engined model. 

But we must now cut to the chase. Driving delight is but 
an incidental in this car’s battery of pluses. It exists to make 
a gallon of petrol go a long way, and as closely matched to a 
diesel as possible. 

Good for Ford, there was an old-engined 1.6 litre petrol 
model available for a drive before jumping into the new 
baby. First impressions, as always, were of a car designed to 
please a keen driver. 

At the end of the shortish test the trip computer showed 
I’d managed 38mpg over a mix of country roads and edge- 
of-town work, none of it good at making the most of the con¬ 
tents of the tank. 

Switching into the new 1.0-litre machine it was hard not 
to enjoy its delights, although even at modest speed the way 
it answers the helm will make any driving enthusiast smile. 

And at the end of the same test route... the same answer 
on the dash: 38mpg. 

I don’t doubt that with restraint that figure will improve, 
perhaps greatly. As it stands I need longer with the car - not 
a hardship and something I look forward too. 

The future may have arrived. I hope so.

JAKE LaMOTTA insists his life story will again 
be immortalised on the silver screen. 

The 90-year-old, world champion from 1949-51, con¬ 
firmed a second film is being made about his life. He 
revealed the plan at a sportsman’s dinner at the Mount 
Hotel in Tettenhall, Wolverhampton. 

The news came 32 years after ‘Raging Bull’ - starring 
Robert De Niro as LaMotta and directed by Martin Scorsese 
- dominated the 1980 Academy Awards. 


And there will be a 
sequel - with William 
Forsythe attached to star as 
LaMotta both before and 
after his pro boxing career - 
hot on the heels of a docu¬ 
mentary called ‘Moving 
Ahead’. 

LaMotta said: “Raging 
Bull Two is coming out and 
it’s going to talk about my 
early age in boxing. 

“But there’s going to be a 
documentary coming out 
right before that, it’s in the 
works.

“Two more beautiful 
things are going to happen 
in my life and I don’t know if 
I deserve it, or do I? 

“I have spoken to William 
Forsythe and I think he will 
do a goodjob. 

“I am curious to see how 
it’s going to come out. 
Robert was a great actor 
and, by the time I got done 
with him, he could have 
fought professionally. 

“That’s how good he was, 
he was fantastic. 

“In the beginning, when 
we were sparring, he was 
afraid to hit me. 

“I said to him: ‘You can hit 
me all you want, because you 
are not going to hurt me.’

“And, if I had to do it all 
over again, I think I would 
have done the same thing.”
